Mrs. Martha Met lure Knslow 
died at her home lo Huntington, 
W. Va., last Monday morning at 
one o'clock. 

Such was the startling news by 
which this community was shock- 
ed a few hours later. 

Tbe death was sudden and on* 
e peeled. Lvon those who were 
j v itching at her bedside did not re- 
n'i/e that the end was near until 
'•• a hour or two before her spirit 
I ok Its tllgbt. Though she had
